DECISION 


The supreuic court ol the ! uitul 


States has just rendered an important 
decision affecting the value of certain 
railroad bonds issued by the town ol 
Wenona, this state. 
The law authjn/- 


ing their issue was passed by the house 
and senate and confrmed by the signas 
ture of the governor. 
A careful 
ex- 


amination of the records showed 
that 


there was not a legal quorum in tho 
senate voting at the time of the passage 
of the bill. 
Still, the supreme court, 


last December, by a vote ot five to four 
decided tbe bonds valid in the hands of 
innocent purchasers. 
The decision wa.s 


very 
savagely attacked from 
many 


legal quarters and a new hearing was 
finally granted. 
The court have now 


revised their former opinion, and de- 
clare that tho well known principle ol 
cernmon law — is applicable in this case. 
They hold that the purchasers of bonds 
have ns right to take it for granted 
that they are genuine and lawfully is- 
sued, it is their duly to investigate tho 
subject and see not only that all the 
legal formalities relating to their issue 
were properly complied wilh, but that 
the law itself was regularly passed. 


Wenona will therefore escape the 


payment of one or two hundred thou- 
uod dollars worth of bonds, while the 
investors will lose their money and the 
value of all kinds of municipal bonds 
will be materially depreciated,

If I 
wanted to find integrity bomb proof I 
would seek it among the \Yall street 
bankers aud merchants 
Such things 


have been done there sometimes that 
bad mon have almost given a reputa- 
tion to tho 
Btreet. 
But if you start 


and look at the names on the signs you 
will find that there arj more upright 
men in the s Tie space on that street 
than on any business doing street of all 
our cities. The Board of Brokers, whioh 
ii considered by most people an aqua- 
rium of .sharks, has a record for finan- 
cial acuraey equaled by no moneyed in- 
stitution iu the world. 
But I have to 


say aUo that in that street there are 
the worst financial desperadoes this 
country lias ever seen. 
These arc the 


spiders waiting 1'or the innocent flies. 
These are the men who last week at- 
tempted to throw our country into the 
paroxysms of ISIill and 1873 — who 
wanted to make a blaek Monday black- 
er than any black Friday. 
I do not 


own a dollar in Panama or Pacific Mail 
or auy other stock. But when I open- 
ed the paper and found that ono em- 
barrassed broker had been able to make 
his contract good and another had been 
magnanimously helped by his friends I 
felt grateful to God. 
I want to say to 


all men whose principles are not settled 
in business, "Keep out ol Wall street : 
that is no place for men whose princi- 
ples quiver in the blast of temptation. 
Remember Jim Fiak, whose splendid 
success could not tone off his adulterous 
rides in Central 1'aik in the face oi de- 
cent New York, and nh'j, 
by lii-, ex- 


ample iu Wall street, haa bla&ted the 
futures of tens of thousinds of honest 
young men.'

Seller thirly da^s — you buy a hundred 
shares , you are to give for them §10,- 
OOU . it is to be delivered in thirty 
days. 
If at the end of that time you

If you

811,000 then you 'have lost 81,000. 
This is trafficking on chance— that is, 
betting on chance.

From St. Louis Fire. 


FOR DEAD BODIES. 


ST. Louis, April 13.—A force of 


about l.">0 men began work again at the 
Southern Hotel ruins, Ibis morning, 
and ahoatly afterwards the body of a 
woman was found on the Fourth street 
front, but it was 90 disfigured that it 
could not be recognized. It was taken 
to the morgue to awa.it further deyelop- 
meats. 


Charles W. Shephard, one of the 


proprietors of the hotel, gives the opin- 
ion that none of employes of the house, 
excepting tlione heretofore reported, 
were killed. About twenty of them are 
still unaccounted for, but it ia believed 
that they are either with frienda in a 
remote part of tho city, or gone away. 
Of the guests, 38 have not reported, 
but the reasonable presumption is, that 
most of them left the city the day fol 
lowing the fire, or ha.ve since left. 


The coroner will not begin his inves- 


tigation until Monday, but will then 
make a very thorough inquiry into all 
the facts ia connection with the fire. 
1 he jury will probably consist of some 
of the most prominent and practical men 
in the city. 


Another body, that of a man, has 


just been found about five feet Irom 
that of the womin found this morning. 
The body has not yet been recognized, 
and probab'y will not be ; it is badly 
burned and came to pieces. 


The Board of police commissioners 


held a special meeting yesterday after- 
noon, at which there was a free discus- 
sion regarding the fire. A resolution 
was adopted the coroner the servicei ol 
an officer in making investigations into 
the matter. 


LATEST. 


The remains taken from the ruins 


last evening, supposed to be those of a 
child, proved, on examination, to be 
those of a dog. 
The bodies of tho man 


an J woman found to day were identis 
Bed as II. F. Clark and wife, of North 
Adams, Mass. The lady was identified 
by a dress she wore and the gentleman 
by his watch. 


J. E. Russell, chief engineer of the 


hotel, made a statement of his eipers 
ience tha night of the fire, whioh throws 
fOise light on the origin of the fire. He 
says he left the engine room about hall 
past 11 o'clock, leaving an assistant in 
charge, and went to his room on the 
fifth floor, near the baggage elevator; 
he was aroused about five minutes past 
1 o'clock by the shrieks of women; he 
hurried out and tound the hall filled 
with stnokc,which came from the freight 
elevator, but saw no fire; started for 
the south part of the house with a view 
to descend by the servants stairway; 
was obliged to craw! on hands and knees 
to prevent 
suffocation, the smoke was 


so dense. 
Thera were a number ol 


women on the fifth floor crying piteous- 
Ij for help, whom he told to follow 
him to the lower floor; some did and 
others were too distracted, apparently, 
to 
do as he directed. Finally he 


reached the dining room floor, passed 
into the kitchen and descended by the 
basement. 
Here he found the smoke 


very dense; that 
the 
pumps eon 


nected with the engine had been in 
operation, and that some of the em- 
ployes had been throwing water npon 
the fire, which at that time was raging 
furieusly in the stoie room. 
A nozzle 


had been blown off before he reached 
the basement. 
A new nozzle was at- 


tached, the pumps again put to work 
and the stream turned upon tha fire. 
This was continued until the fire be* 
came so hot and had spread so fir that 
the men were compelled to flee to save 
their lives. They made the;r exit 
through the basement under the rear 
part of the building and emerged on 
Elm street. This account does not 
state how long the fire had been burn 
ing to the knowledge of at 
least 


several of the employes of the house 
before the fire alarm was turned on, 
but it does show, and conclusively, 
that efforts wss mide to eubdue it be- 
fore the guests were aroused or any at- 
tempt made to notify them that the 
building was burning. It seems to be 
pretty certain, at all events it is exten- 
sively believed, that the hotel was 
known to be on fire by the employes 
from twenty minutes 
to half an hour 


before the fire department was notified. 


Russell also states that there was a 


pile of mattresses in one corner of the 
store-room, and a lot of loose hair, and 
about live feet from them, on tha floor, 
was a box in which a stock of matches 
was kept. 
He thinks the mattresses 


aud matches bad a sooi deal to do with 
the origin of the fire, but does not 
know anything definite about it..
